Catholicism was not only a matter of faith, but
of patriotism, for which the Irish were ready to
sutler, or, if reed be, to die. Since tbe Union,
disturbances have been continual, and Protest-
antism was only a fire that was destroying
evonthing that was good and noble in Irelan I,
resulling In the absolute disappearance of peaco
and loyalty. The Irishmen who had emigrated
to the United States and Australia wre watch-hie- -

anxiously the result of this great question.
Tli" entire Fenian project was led and kept

alive by tho sympathy of Americans, under the
Idea that England ucver did justice to Ireland.
There were no bitterer foes to England iu tho
United States than Irishmen. Tho Houso was
row asked to do justice to Ireland, not for fear
of foreign enemies, but for the sake of Internal
peace aud equality. -- He contemplated the
voluntary system prevailing In Scotland, and
anticipated the best results to posterity for Ire-
land it this bill became a law, and concluded
by saying this mensurc would have the ap-
proval cf the Supreme Judge, being, as it was
founded on principles ot mccy nnd justice.,
the attributes of His glorious reign.
